Thole Perions that have the greateft Value for 
themtelves, have generally che leaft reaius, for a Wile 
Learned Man, tho’ he may be fenfible thac he has fome- 
thing above che common rate ot Men, yet he likewile 
finds many of his Actions come fhort of Wiidom, that 
his Learning is bounded, and the more he knows, the 
more he’s convinced of his Defeéts, which fufficiently 
humbles him: But a Man that has hardly more than 
Common Senie, and has got the good Fortune of having 
a High Opinion of himielf, ( tho’ perhaps he may be 
finguiar in it ) looks upon all his Actions to be per- 
formed with more Sagacity and Wit than other Mens, 
and contequently expects co be Preferred before them ; 
bur finding he's dilappointed, and that every one is not 
deceived with him, imputes it to their Envy and De- 
traction, thinking himtelf almoft Perfect, and free trom 
Error, upon this he’s Naturally more Proud, and gene- 
rally acts inconfiderately and rafhly, which muft ne- 
ceffarily make his Converfation difefteemed.

An{w. So much Knowledge in the Tongues as may fit 
him aololucely to underftand the Old and New Telta- 
ment, co be weil read in the Fathers, and fully ac- 
qua. ored with the Hiitory and Cuftoms of che Primitive 
Church, to have tome Knowledge of the World, that 
he may by his infighe isto Perfons Tempers, be able to 


“pain them by his Doétrine, which mutt be found, and 


more tending toa good Life chan to Controverfies, to 
which wu(t be adhed his own good Example of Piety 
and Charity. 

eft. 3. A Mun having been abrozd, and leaving a cor- 
fiderable kjtate b-bind bim, which faid Eftate is now pofjelsd 
by Strangers —Query, He being out-of Money, is not capa- 
ble of going to Law, and really reduced 19 want of Bread, 
defires to know whether it may be 4 sin to Murder or Rob 
the Detuiner ? 

Anjw. *Yis improbable that any Man that has an 
Eftate, cou’d either have it defcend to him by Inhert- 
tance, or gain it by his own Indultry fo privately, but 
that tome Perton or other mutt be tenfible of his Right 
to fuch an Eftate, and if fo, wou’d be very good Lvi- 
dences in his Caule, without he had privily made it 
over, or forteited it upon fome Mortgage. He mutt 
likewile have Writings to prove his Title, and it that 
appeared clear, there's many Lawyers wou'd undertake 
his Caule, and flay tor their Fees ‘till fuch time as he 
cou’d be enabled to pay them by his enjoying his own 
again, 10 chat his Condition cannot be fo bad as repre- 
fenced. But fuppofing it were poffible any one fhow'd 
be in fuch Unhappy Circumftances, fince we muft not 
repay Evil ter Evil, ‘tis abioiutely contrary both to the 
Laws ot God and Man to regain your Eftace by any 
Aétion of this Nature: Aad befides, you lye lyable to 
the Law, for fhou’d you fecretly force any thing from 
your Enemy, fince he poflefies 1c under the Pretence of 
his own, you wou'd undoubredly futfer for it. And as 
for Murder, We need not tell any one of the abhorrence

An{(w. Since Poligamy !s contrary both to Holy Writ, 
and to our Laws, wiich ate tounded upon che fame 
Realon, many Arguments need not be uled to Conviace 
any reafonable Perfoa of the Unlawfuluets of it ; fo 
that as to the Marrying a fecond Womaa whilft the 
firit is living, or Cohabiting with or without that Ce. 
remony, isthe fame thing, only with this difference, 
that che firft is moft uagenerous tothe Deceived Per- 
fon, and lays you move open to the Law : And the latt 
1s Only a boldtaced Villany, wichout any Treachery to 
her ; tor perhaps the ignorant Woman may chink het 
felt Innocent, receiving you under the Notion of a 
Husband, whereas indecd the is na more than your 
Whore, and is in part guilty of your Breach of Vows 
to your Wife, betides what Infamy the incurrs by her 
own Difhoneity, and the receiving of another Womans 
Husband.

Under which Cjr- 
cuin{tance foever you are, you have done like an Ho- 
neft and Wile Man in endeavouring fo much towards
